ORIGIN OF SCHOOL CREST 


j In 1964, the Highlights cnd Echo jointly sponsored a survey of the Grade XII 
students, members of the first class to complete their high school in the first stage 
of the new Jasper Place Composite High School. The survey asked the students 
what they felt were the three words that best described the new school. 


The words which appeared most frequently were Progress, Vigour, and 
words and phrases denoting Tenacity. These, then, were selected as most ap- 
propriate to the spirit of Jasper Place Composite High. 


The committee, spearheaded by Mr. Mathew, then consulted Dr. Goerzen 
who gave us the Latin translation for tenacity as Pertinacia, vigour as Vigor, and 


progress as Progressio. These words are incorporated in the banner line at the 
bottom of the crest. 


Mr. Al. Oeming, owner of the Alberta Game Farm and one of the world’s 
leading authorities on animals, was asked to supply us with the names of the 
animals which would best depict our chosen characteristics. In consultation with 
the University, Mr. Oeming gave us the Grizzly Bear for the word tenacity, the 
Beaver for industriousness (the Beaver is also a Canadian symbol), and the 
Whooping Crane as the animal showing great progress. When one stops to 
consider the habits of these animals and their characteristics, one can certainly 
see that they are excellent choices. 


These three animals were to be mounted around a shield upon which were 
to appear symbols of the purpose of the schon! The top of the shield bears the 
Book of Knowledge; the top right, the Lamp of Knowledge; the lower right the 
Academic side of our school, and the lower left the Vocational aspect of Jasper 
Place Composite High School. The Vocational aspect in this instance includes all 
the Technical subjects including Business Education. 


It was the intention to mot rt the beaver on a crown, the crown to symbolize 
our past heritage and ties with Britain and our present association with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Permission to use the crown must come from the 
Queen. Through her agents this permission was sought. Unfortunately our 
request was refused. We therefore mounted the beaver on another symbol of 
scholastic achievement, the mortar board. 


Around the outside as decoration we chose to place fronds. The official 
Alberta flower, the wild rose, may be seen at the bottom of the shield. 


The colors chosen for this crest include the school colors of red, white and 
black. The other colors of yellow and brown were added to give the necessary 
coloring to complete the crest.

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Edmund Charles Baker ("Ted"), B.Ed. (I.A.) Alberta, com- 
pleted his educational matriculation to Sandhurst Military 
College at the age of sixteen, after the groundwork had been 
laid at the Hich School, Nottingham — a flourishing twentieth- 
century British “public” school which has educated boys for seven 
centuries. 
Canada, "the Land of Golden Opportunity”, lured him in 1928 
by promising a quarter-section for a ten-dollar down payment — 
an area of territory big enough for his very own airport! So, to 
the Peace River country came he and homesteaded; but despite 
his becoming a farmer, storekeeper, mail contractor, post- 
master, school-board chairman, Commissioner of Oaths, and 
paterfamilias, all concurrently in the “dirty '30's", the results 
never yielded an airstrip on his homestead. Now he flies his own 
aeroplane from the runways of the Edmonton International 
Airport, and sails small yachts on big lakes. 
Wiis the Canadian Army from 1940 through ‘45, his ex- 
periences included that Normandy beachhead in June'44. A 
physically energetic life with electrical and communications 
equipment in military applications and civilian businesses was 
interrupted by very serious accidental injuries, so he returned to 
university in 1957, completing the baccalaureate program in ‘59. 
Since then he has been enjoying his continuing education at the 
hands of Alberta Teenagers, who are ably assisted by his wife — 
a school principal — and their three married daughters, all 
university graduates. 
His chief frustration (often expressed emphatically) is that he 
never learned how to teach his pupils as much as they teach him. 
His greatest joys are: knowing that his letter of recommendation 
helped students into good jobs and rewarding vocations; and the 
pleasure (often sparkling, sometimes shy) with which former 
pupils walk up to him with a big smile and a hearty handshake, 
saying: “Hello Mr. Baker! I'm... ., was in your class at... ! 
Remember? I'd like you to meet my wife (husband?), and for 
these children of ours to meet you.”

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DRAMA AT J. P. MARKED BY INNOVATIONS 
AND CONTINUED SUCCESS 


Looking back over the past year of Drama 
productions, one can recall the very imaginative 
staging of CROW, the opening production in 
November; the production of SNOW WHITE AND 
THE SEVEN DWARFS by the Drama 30's for the 
feeder Elementary schools, and a bigger and better 
One-Act Festival which culminated in a successful 
student-directed play which represented Edmonton 
in the Provincial Festival at Banff. 


To look at the entire Drama picture one would 
have to start back in June of last year when some 
very enthusiastic students produced a fascinating 
show called MacARTHUR/ PARK. The play included 
dance, monologues and dialogues about people 
and their dreams and conflicts. The purpose was to 
raise money for a depleted Drama fund and to 
those people we say GOD BLESS. 


Without doubt the most challenging effort ever 
attempted at J.P. in years had to be the poetic 
Drama of CROW by Ted Hughes. This was a series 
of poems put to movement, speech and songs. It 
was a combined effort of the Choral Music and 
Drama departments which could pave the way to 
future Musicals — long time absent. The poems 
were about a man and his universe — his struggle 
for irrepressible life. A harsh but sensitive view of 
the destructive reality we inhabit, CROW was 
costumed in black tights, painted feathers on a 
cloth cape with beak-like masks. Movement for the 
production attempted to depict the theme of each 
selection. To all members of CAST, and CHORUS a 
memorable attempt at portraying the works of a 
poet far ahead of our times. 


For many students the year will be remem- 
bered by the Children's Theatre production of 
SNOW WHITE. It will be remembered not for the 
fact that they got dressed up like dwarfs or kings or 
clocks or trees, but it will be remembered by the 
magnetism of acting for children. They came in 
droves and for a while in December the halls of J.P. 
looked like an invading army of little people. They 
screamed and yelled at the wicked Queen, pleaded 
and coaxed Snow White not to eat the poison apple 
and chuckled at the happy dwarfs and absent- 
minded King. For the actors it was a lesson in 
concentration and absolute truth in acting. After 
the play actors and children met informally to chat 
about the play. There is nothing in art that can 
match the total involvement of children and we at 
J.P. are planning more Children's plays for en- 
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tertainment and education. “If adults could 
retain the make-believe involvement of children 
Though there was no major “YEAR PLAY" 
Drama Department undertook a major step 
ward in staging four one-act plays that played ¢ 
two weeks in repertory. Two of the plays w, 
student directed, two were by Canadian auth 
and all together they involved over thirty draa 
club members. MOONCALF MUGFORD, selected 

a panel of three teachers to represent J.P. at the 
city festival went right on to the provincial show; 
in Banff and gave a solid performance exemplifying 
J.P. as one of the stronger Drama departments in 
Alberta High Schools. Credit for this sterling 
production has to go to BOB BIRCH and his cast and 
crew for steadfast acting and technical prowess, 
Director Birch and actor BRIAN BRAIDWOOD, who 
played the mysterious recluse of the title, picked up 
extra laurels by being awarded scholarships in 
recognition for their hard work. All J.P. was 
fascinated by this play. 


Rounding out the one-acts we saw the com 

of two lonely ladies that took to selling ced 
lemonade as a diversion to their empty lives in 
LEMONADE. BETH STEWART, her cast and crew can 
be proud of sustaining a difficult play at the quality 
as was presented on the J.P. thrust stage. 
GROANIN’ BOARD was just pure hillbilly fun 
concerning grandpaw's preparation for death, the 
attitude some people take towards work and the 
desires of poor folks. A highly comic piece, the pl 
will probably be remembered for the coffin that ‘ell 
apart, breaking not only itself but everyone on 
stage — a memorable romp. THIS TRAIN brought 
more nostalgia and pity amidst its portrayal of 
Rose, the station master's wife and Billy, an all 
round small town flunky. Set in a small Saskat- 
chewan town, the play dealt with the effects of 
betrayal between two seemingly trustworthy 
friends. The play was a “tough nut” but the promise 
warrants a look at more Canadian authors. 


It cannot be forgotten how the students of J.P 
gave such dedicated support for the plays both in 
evening performances and during class time when 
teachers and students overflowed the friendly 
setting of the yet unnamed J.P. Theatre. It must 
never be forgotten that one half of theatre is the 
live audience; J.P. students have proven to be both 
avid and knowledgable. We in the Dram 
department thank you all and hope your memories 
of '73-'74 will be richer by the plays, scenes, 4” 
skits as presented on the Drama area.
